(UPI) — The body of a patient 
reported to be a walk away from the Madison State 
Hospital nearly two weeks ago was found late Saturday 
by an employe of the institution. 
Authorities said the body of Stanley O. Hazard Jr., 36, 
New Albany was found over a slight embankment by a 
doctor out for a stroll along the property grounds. 
Hazard was reported as a “walk away” from the 
hospital on May 26 
Jefferson County coroner Dr. Ralph Pratt said it 
appeared Hazard had tripped and fallen down the 
embankment, striking his head against a tree. 


Life Term er Escapes State Farm 


PUTNAMVILLE, Ind (UPI) — A life term prisoner 
escaped Saturday morning from the Indiana State Farm 
here, in a pickup truck belonging to the institution, 
officials said. 
The fugitive was identified as Willie Ruth, 31, a 
Freetown man sentenced Nov. 30, 1963, from Brown 
County on a second degree murder conviction. 
Superintendent Donald L. Hudkins said Ruth was last 
seen about 9 a m. He said Ruth was originally sentenced 
to the prison at Michigan City, but was transferred to 
the farm Aug. 8, 1973, on a trusty assignment as a 
plumber in the farm plumbing shop. 
Hudkins said Ruth had been a good worker and had 
had a good prison record 


Man Held In Wife Shooting 


LEXINGTON, Ky (UPI) — A preliminary hearing is 
to be held today for Leroy Proffitt, 28, Indianapolis, a 
carpet layer, charged with the weekend murder of his 
wife, Ruby, 35. 
Proffitt has been held without bound in the Fayette 
County Jail since his arrest. 
Mrs. Proffitt was shot once in the face with a .38 
calibre pistol late Friday while the couple was traveling 
east along Interstate 64 north of here near the Avon 
interchange. 
Proffitt took his wounded wife to the Lexington 
Bluegrass Army Depot where firemen rushed her in 
their ambulance back to Lexington where she was 
pronouned dead upon arrival. 


‘Buy Cost* Increase 19-Fold 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — ’’Buy” money, the cash 
federal narcotics agents use to pay off informers, has 
risen from $500,000 to $9 6 million this year, according to 
Senate subcommittee sources. 
The reason for that sharp increase, as well as 
sweeping charges that corrupt federal agents have 
committed murder, theft and many other crimes in the 
line of duty, were to come up at hearings starting today 
by the Senate investigations subcommittee 
Subcommittee sources, stressed the unproven nature 
of the charges, said the hearings will cover a broad and 
lurid variety, of corruption charges against federal 
narcotics men

A police constable wrestled the .suspect off a woman’s 
bicycle several blocks from the scene of the attack 
Police said the man was carrying several knives, a pair

Citizens som etimes have the 
sam e kind of problem with 
government. The catch phrases 
for it are “bureaucratic red 
tape” or “ unresponsive govern 
m ent,” but it comes down to 
the sam e thing: The mule won’t 
move. 
The citizens’ two-by-four in 
this case is supposed to be the 
election process. If the gov­ 
erned are dissatisfied with the 
governm ent, they can put new 
people in office to do it right. In 
sim pler 
tim es, 
that 
system 
worked b ecau se elected o ffi­ 
cials 
actually 
conducted 
or 
directly supervised government 
activities on a day-to-day basis. 
Precious few elected officials 
now are close enough to the 
conduct of public business to 
see that it is done efficiently 
and right. Especially in the 
federal colossus but increasing 
ly in state and local govern­ 
ment, the bureaucracy is the 
governm ent’s 
link 
with 
the 
citizenry and the ballot as an 
instrument 
of 
accountability 
has, 
at 
best, 
only 
indirect 
impact. 
For some tim e now, candi­ 
dates and occupants of public 
office 
have 
recognized 
the 
problem of unresponsive gov­ 
ernm ent by attacking bureau­ 
cracy. 
Gov. George C. Wallace, who 
has a real talent for distilling 
complex problem s into simplis­ 
tic com plaints, gets rousing 
responses when he excoriates 
the 
“pointy-headed 
guideline 
w riters” in Washington.

specific solutions because as an

Oversize Anti-Recession Bill 
Faces Certain President Veto

It 
also would provide loans of up 
to $250 for jobless homeowners 
facing foreclosure.

Commissioners Approves State 


Building Complex Plans 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
The 
State 
Office 
Building 
Commission 
Wednesday 
ap­ 
proved a modified m aster plan 
for construction of new govern­ 
m ental buildings in the down­ 
town Indianapolis governm ental 
complex. 
The plan, some of which has 
been approved piece-meal, was 
adopted 
in 
concept 
at 
the 
commission meeting after a 
lengthy presentation by consult­ 
ing engineer Ewing H. Miller. 
It includes construction of five 
m ore buildings, of which only 
two have been authorized by 
the commission. These are: 
—Construction of a 
m ulti­ 
level parking garage about 50 
feet west of the present State 
Office Building, with construc­ 
tion tentatively set for October 
this year. The estim ated cost is 
about $14 million. 


—Construction of a second 
S tate O ffice B uilding, to be 
located across Ohio Street north 
of the 
present 
State Office 
Building, for which construction 
tentatively is set for November, 
1976, at an estim ated cost of $25 
million. 
A third building not author­ 
ized but coming up next for 
consideration is a capitol annex 
north 
of 
the 
Employment 
Security Division Building and 
across Senate Avenue from the 
Statehouse. 
Still far in the future is a 
fourth structure to be built 
north of Ohio Street and west of 
Senate Avenue some time after 
1985. Also m entioned in the 
m aster plan is another office 
building 
with 
underground 
parking north of the Statehouse. 
The p ro p erty 
cu rren tly 
is 
owned by the commission and 


occupied by the Trailways bus 
station. 


The 
commission 
also 
ap­ 
proved hiring consulting engi­ 
neers to do necessary railroad 
work involved in another part 
of the m aster plan. This is the 
moving of a railroad spur track 
west and north of the State 
Office Building.

She and her husband 
and son live in a lovely fa rm house, set back from the road 
am id the m ost beautifully trim m ed hedge, shrubs, and 
flow ers observed since we visited E ngland. All buildings 
on th eir farm a re w hite w ith a red roof. 
M rs. V ickery is a w arm vivacious lady w hose house is 
neat a s a pin and m ost tastefully decorated. By choice we 
sa t in the b reak fast room a s she got out her Zodiac m ap to 
ed u cate m e in her a rt. 
The signs of the Zodiac to m e have alw ays been used in 
c h a ra c te r analysis. . . and for good and bad om ens to 
follow in business deals etc. H er Zodiac is pictured in 
relation to the body. Thus the tw ins rela te to the arm s, the 
bull or ta u ru s to the neck, Leo, the lion, to the h eart, the 
arc h er, o r 'sa g itta riu s to the thighs, etc. 
In y e a rs p ast som e of her neighbors have joked but 
today m any have found to their sorrow th at she w as 
correct.

Auto Industry Says May 
Was Best Month For ’

Dentists Question 


Plastic Sealant Use 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Den­ 
tists who stress prevention are 
more likely than other dentists 
to believe that plastic sealants 
protect chewing 
surfaces 
of 
teeth from decay. 
This was shown by a survey 
of 4,000 dentists asked their 
attitudes toward the sealants. 
The sealant study is part of a 
larger survey conducted by the 
American Dental Association in 
concert with the U.S. National 
Institute of Dental Research. It 
is 
aimed at 
learning 
more 
about current 
attitudes 
and 
activities of dentists toward 
preventing tooth decay. 
A majority of dentists—62 per 
cent—reported they do not use 
sealants in their practice. The 
most frequently selected reason 
for not using them was this: 
Their 
value 
has 
not 
been 
substantiated by research. 
Other reasons for not using 
sealants: They do not last long 
enough in the mouth, and it is 
possible to seal in decay with 
their use. 
Dr. John J. Hefferren, chief 
research scientist of the Ameri­
